1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be neces- 
sary to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and 
make appropriation of the same.

3. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Highways. 


4. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for a cement bridge at North- 
wood Narrows on road leading from Trickey’s Store 
to Bartlett’s Corner. 


5. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for repairing Bridge on Turn- 
pike near Fred Quimby’s. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,500 to accept Federal Aid 
for new construction. 
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7. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $640 for Trunk Line main- 
tenance. 


8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150 for State Aid main- 
tenance. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,042.50 to accept money for 
State Aid construction, to be expended at the Narrows 
near Sherman’s Garage. 


(10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600, to repair the sidewalk 
and road at the Narrows near Sherman’s Garage. 


11. To see if the Town will vote to accept the 
provisions of Chapter 117, Laws of 1917, on a section 
of the Central Road, so-called, and appropriate or set 
aside from the amount raised for Town Highways the 
sum of $150 for this purpose. 


12. To see if the Town will vote to set aside from 
the amount raised for Town Highways the sum of $500, 
to be used for cutting bushes on the Town Highways. 

13. To see if the Town will vote to observe Old 
Home Day, and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$100 for the same. 


_ 14. To see what sum of money the Town will vote 
to raise and appropriate in excess of the amount re- 
quired by law, for the Northwood Public Library. 
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15. To see what sum of money the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for the observance of 
Memorial Day.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Northwood: 


I present, herewith, for your consideration my 
fourth annual report as superintendent of your schools. 
During the school year. ending Aug. 31, 1919, the 
schools of the town were maintained for a total of 210 
weeks with a total enrollment of 152 pupils. During 
this time the Superintendent made 103 visits to the 
schools. At these visits, as in former years, various 
classes have been inspected and examined to see that 
the minimum amount of work in all subjects at least 
was accomplished in all grades. On account of the 
prevailing epidemic some time was lost during the year 
and consequently in some instances, it became difficult 
to do in thirty weeks work designed for accomplish- 
ment in thirty-six weeks. 

During this year (and it is quite apparent that 
the same condition will prevail for some years to come) 
it has been increasingly difficult to obtain suitable 
teachers to fill-vacancies. The teacher shortage is 
country wide and the one way out for any town is for 
that town to raise its own teachers. The profession 
of teaching is now being better recognized and the 
teacher’s pay is to become more remunerative. 

While this nation-wide lack of teachers prevails it 
is the duty of school officers to see that at least two or 
three of the girls who graduate from our Academy 
each year, continue their work in one of the State 
Normal Schools and thus fit themselves to return and 
take a position on the teaching corps of the town, 


/ 
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This method of relief is advocated by the State Com- 
missioner of Education and seems to be the most avail- 
able means to insure competent teaching. Our home 
raised teachers should naturally take more interest in 
the schools and be more likely to continue in our ser- 
vice than those who may come from other towns or 
cities and who lived in different environments. 

Under the new law thirty-six weeks is a statutory 
requirement, thus enabling children in the smaller 
localities to have as much schooling as has for some 
time been obtained in the larger communities. 

To obtain the thirty-six week year it is necessary 
that the schools be in session somewhat longer during 
the winter months. I am still of the opinion that the 
expense of heating the school rooms during these cold 
months could be materially lessened if the primary 
room at the Ridge were divided, making two rooms— 
one for the intermediate and the other for the present 
primary children. The present intermediate room 
would then be closed and the necessity of heat for that 
room be eliminated. The primary room has ample 
floor area for such a change. 

It is also strongly advisable, considering the fact 
that so many children are being transported, for the 
district to purchase and own two regular covered, com- 
_ fortable school wagons such as are now being used in 
many places. Much criticism of consolidation would 
thereby be done away with. 

I would at this time also recommend a reorganiza- 
tion of the present school system so as to conform 
more closely with the work done in many other places 
and to follow more closely the plan of the State Pro- 
gram of Study. Under the plan of this reorganization 
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the seventh and eighth grades at both Narrows and 
Ridge would be transferred to the Academy Building 
to form there, what is known as a Junior High School, 
and thus be enabled to do work in those years which 
is now being done in many places in the State and 
which is advocated by the State Department of Educa- 
tion. There is ample room at the Academy for such 
an innovation and the direct expense to the District 
would in no way be increased for whatever is neces- 
sary for the first eight years beyond the five-dollar tax 
would by law come from the State. Should not North- 
wood receive the same benefits from this State Fund 
which it helps to raise, as other school districts now 
do? <A High or Academy education should be the 
minimum for all boys and girls and it is claimed that 
school districts which have the Junior High system in 
vogue have a much larger percentage of their pupils 
who finish the secondary school course. The accus- 
tomed ‘break between eighth grade and secondary 
course is eliminated. 

Through the efforts of the Woman’s Club and with 
the help of the Red Cross the hot school lunch is now 
being served to our pupils during the colder months 
with effects which will prove largely beneficial, both 
physically and mentally. I hope that means may be 
found to continue this feature of our program another 
year.
